The details of this great community en- 
terprise aro endlessly exciting. What Is per- 
haps most Impressive Is that In an age when 
wo see so much negative hcadshaklng, the 
people of Flint are cheerfully positive. They 
want to achieve, they believe they can, and 
when they do they are proud of what they 
accomplish. 

Impressive, too^'ls the tremendous breadth 
of Flint's community effort. There Is no 
problem the people flinch from, no field they 
will notventnre Into. And the solutions they 
produce are their own. all the way. 

Flint Is a stirring example, a practical 
example, to every city In America of what 
It rneans to be really free, self-reliant and 
possessed of human-dlgnlty. There ought to
